for credits ApproMimately four thousand additional persons bought the 
text used in the course but did not enroll, impact of the course was 
measured by five studies^ (1) 3,000 telephone interviews were 
completed with participating newspaper subscribers In eight 
geographic areas; C'^) 500 Interviews of subscribers to the San Diego 
"Evening Tribune" were conducted i (3) a mail survey was made of 
persons who purchased the text but who did not enroll In the 

course for credit; (4) a multiple-choice examination was given at the 
end of the course at the institurlons affiliated with the program; 
and (5) a mail guestionnaire survey was made of the opinions of 
instructors and course coordinators involved in the program.

The third national Coutso b>' .'■iewspaper entitled "American 
Issues Forum I: American Societ)^ in the Making" was presented 
hy the University Hxtensioii ,Un.iv, of Calif. ^ San Diego starting 
in Septamber 1975 .

a multiple ciioice examination vas given at the enu of the 
ccurse at the colleges and universities affiliated witli the program;

It instructors and course coordinators involved in the program, 
\s in previous years, profiles were developed on the age^ sex, 
caucational attainment and other clicracteris tics of netvspaper 
subscribers, course enrollees, and book purchasers wiio did not 
seek college credit.

Three thousand telephone interviews were completed with 
random samples of subscribers to the follov/iui; newspapers; 
1)9 3 0 ret News (500 interviews) ; St . Paul Dispatch a, nd Pioneer

I'arttord Courant ( 500 iatenaews) ; Wichita Hagle and jieacM

225; Orance Coast Daily 
in lot , 31-;; Cainesville Time-s , 27^; liartford Courant> 251; Powell 
Tribune, 5"^. Taking account o£ the circulation of the newspapers 
that carried the series throughout the nation, it is rcjasonable 
to project a readership for the series that was -t least S nillioii. 

The highest paro-ituge ol readurship - 59=1 - vas reported 
::or the Powell Tribune (.A-oininaJ . This newspapar is a snail tov-n 
vaehiy and visibility oE the series obviously was greatgr in it 
thin in larger newspapers. The Powell Tribune also may havo 
Jons an aboi'^ ^a.'crage job of proniotion. It is interesting to note 
that the highest readership percentage in 1974 411 v;as 
reported by the New J^naan Advertiser (Connecticut], also a weekly, 
rme of the conclusions that emerges from the studies made during 
the 1973-1975 period is that readership is. in part, a function 
of the amount of competing material in the newspapeT. The Sunday 
editions of largo metropolitan newspapers do not appear to be the 
optimum outlets for Courses by Newspaper articles. The lowest over 
readership percentage in 1074 M was experienced by the 
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In compariiig the figures for 1974 and 197S, it should be 
noted that the telephone survoys in 1975 were made about a month 
before tha ead of the newspaper series in order to avoid inter- 
viewing during the Holida/ Season, and this no doubt led to the loss

Tt undoubtedly also led to a reduction in the possible number of 
articles read to about 14 as comparod vrith IS in the previous year,

continues to bo a major linitlrig factor in the devolopment of 
readership , 

Personal v'b.o liad read on^ or inore of the ne^\spaper articles 
v/ere asked why they had not enrolled in the course offering 
university credit, Although tho peTceutages varied markedly 
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j .1 tho aroas LaurvsyeJ., z',\e most frequt-nt explanations were; 
lacked tinie, didn't neeu coilego credits, dian't knov; that college 
credits could be obtained, aot interested in subject. 

Principal reasons offered by newspaper aTticle readers for not 
purchasing the text were: didn't know it was available, lacked 
tir3j not interested in the subjoct, don't need it. 

In eacii of the eight cities surveyed, \';ith the exception o£ 
St. Paul, trio largest percsntage of iiewspaper article readers 
■.;l3 in tii'd 51-50 age group. In St, Paul oili were in tiiis age 
'roup, excua..e^ only by thti 5 11 who ^,sre in the £5 or older bracket.

follov/s: 

(1) The results obtained in the persunal iiitorview survey were 
very sinular to the ojies obtained in a teleprione survey ir.ade 
Lu ::otrop(jlitaii Sau Oicljo in 1974 . For example, in 1974 , 22S 
tn" subscriber riouseholds rt-ported that one or raore Monbers of 
t':<j houseiiaid iiad read oiic or more of the articles; the 
conparable pcrccntus'.c for the i\incrican issues i'oruni I 
nj'.spapar scries also was 22'".. The distributiuti uf the number 
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01 articles read in the two /ears also v.-as about the sane. 

(2) Forty nine percent oC all respondents were uaavare that a 

Courss by N'ewspaper had appeared in the San Diego Everang Tribuna 
(respondents v.-ere s hovm sample articles). 

(3) Respotidsnts who stopped reading the series before its 
ternination yere asked why they had done so. The explaiiations 
niven v.-cre: too busy, Sl^ ; no special reason, IS', ; not very 
intorestad in history, 131; luatorial dull, 91; didn't rgrnember 
to look Lor it, 91. 

(4) Thirty-one percent o£ those who liad read one or more 
of the articles said tliat they were "very interested" in having 
other CcUTses by Mevspapar in the San Diego Evening Tribune 
and 420 said that th^y v/ere "somawhat intcxested". 

(5) Fifty- three porccnt of the respondents said that they 
■■ould like to have nultiple choice questions printed v.-ith each 
nc'spauer article, so that they could test themselves afrer readirig 
it . 

(6) iiait of tiio respondents who h.ad read one or mortj of the 
::rticles said that they know it was possible to obtain university 
credit for taking the \?.erican Issues Foruin I course. Tliose wlio 
knaw of this yossibiiity v/ore asked why they had not done so. 

The principal reply categories were: don't need credits, 311^ 
lacked time, 211; and not interested in the subject, 17',. 

(7) Those who had read one or more of the articles *vero asked 
their nain reason for not buying the ter.t used in the courses 

3BI said tiiat tliey did not know that it was available. OtlieT 
reasons given v/ere: not interested in the subject, 17%\ lacked 
tine, \2%\ don't need it, no special reason, 35- cost, SS ; 
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hsalth problems ^ S^j. 

(8) Twenty- six percont of all respondents said that they 
had viewed one or more of the American Issues Forujn television 
programs on American history and politics which had appeared 
on KPBS-Channel 15 in recent months. 

(9) Most of those who read 6 or mora of the articles had not 
taken any extension, continuing education or adult education courses 
duTing the last five yeats, 

(10) Thosa v/ho recently had viewed Sunday news iiiterview 
programs, such as "Meet the Press'' and ^'Face the Nation*', were some- 
what more likely to have read 6 or raore articles than those who had 
not seen these programs, 

(11) Ninety percent of those vho had read 10 or more articles 
had tuned in at least one program froTii San Diego* s educational 
television station during the previous month* 

(12) Sixty percent of those wLq had read 10 or more articles^ 
retiorted that they had seen one or more of the American Issues 
Forur television programs in recent months* The lowest porcen* 
ta;G of viewership of the television programs 241 — was re- 
porteu by those who read none of the ne^^spaper articles. 

(13) Eighty-seven percent of those who had read 10 or more 
articles said that they had purchased a book of some kind v/ithin 
the previous 12 months* 

(14) Those v;ho had read 10 or more articles w^ere more likely 
to have visited museums during the previous 12 months than those 
viho had read a lesser number of articles, or no articles, 

(15) Thirty-two percent of respondents aged 65 or over v;ere 
meribers of households in v;hich at least one of the neiNrspaper 



articles had been read, ?foreover, 12?^ o£ those in the oldest 

age group had read 6 or more articles « Overall, those aged 65 or 
over had a higher Teadership than any other age group. 

(16) Sixteen percent of those who claimed education beyond 
college graduation said that they had read 6 or more of the articles 
the highest rsadership of any of the education categories studied. 
It is interesting however, that 71 of those with only high school, 
education had read 6 ox more of the articles; the coinparable 
porcentaies for those with "some college" and college graduates 
K-ere 45 and 6'a, respectively, 

(17) Income had little influence on readership of the neKs- 
paper articles. Six percent of those with annual family income 
of $15,000 or over had read 5 or more of the articles, as against 
5^5 of those i.'ith income of under $15,000 who had done so. 

(IS) :\'inc percent of r-.ale newspaper subscribers, as com- 
rjired vith 4^ of fefiale nevspaper subscribers, had read 6 or more 
sr ticles . 

;;Qn-L.nrolle^ Text Purchasers 
Mames and addresses of persons purchasing the text used in 
"ATnerican Issues Poruin li Anerican Society in the Making" were 
supplied by the publisher. A random sample oE all book purciiasers 
-was developed. Those who purchased the tejct, but wh© did not 
take the course for credit, were asked to complete a questionnaire 
and to return it by niail. A total of 175 .uestionnaires were 
returned. Major findings in this survey included the following: 

(1) Fifty-seven percent of the respondents had read more 
than ten of the nev;spapsr articles, 

(2) Twenty- four percent of the respondents said that other 
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iiieabers of their households had read one or more of the nev/spaper 
articles , 

(3) The two principal reasons given for not taking the course 
for credit v/ere; don't need credit, 48% ; and lacked time 24?sv 

(4) A third of the respoiideiits said that thsy would have 
enrolled in a correspondence course, if it had bean offered. 

(5) Eighty-six percent learned of the availability of the 
[leader and Study Guide through a newspaper. 

(6) As of the time of completion of the questionnaire, 47 5 
claimed tliat they had read 21 or more of the S6 selections in the 
Roader . 

(7) Half of the respondents said that one or more other 
DGrsons used their Reader . 

(8) Eighty-seven percent of non- enrollees book puTchasers 
-ouSit the Study Guide as well as the Reader, 

.(9) Only 3?i of those responding said that tiie Reader vas 
available in their local bookstores; 29% indicated that it vi&s 
uriavailable , and bih "didn't know." 

(10) Prices charged for the Reader and Study Guide were 
regarded as "about right" by most respondents. 

(11) The level of difficulty of the materials in the Reader 
was described by 891 of the respondents as "just about right," 

(12) Forty"- five percent of respondents repdrted that they 
had experienced changes in attitudas as a result of studying the 
Reader and Study Guide , 

(13) Minety-tvvo percent of those who returned the questionnaire 
indicated that they eithar were "very satisfied" or "fairly mqII 
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satisfied" v/ith the Reader . 

(14) Of those who bought the text 641 had taken other 
courses of the extension, continuing education, or adult education 
types within the previous five years; 811 were ovex 31 years 
of age; 84 % had completed at least some work iii colloge; 631 were 
female; 961 were Caucasiaa; Sll had an annual family income 
515,000 or niore; and 65% lived in communities \d.th populations of 
under 200,000. 

En rollee Examination Results 

All colleges and universities offering the course for credit 
were urged to give a SO-item final examination; itens 1-lS wore 
based on the newspaper articles and items 16-50 v/ere drawn from 
the Reader . In addition, students v:ere asked to supply information 
about age, sex, income, previous education, etc. A total of 1S5 
schools submitted a total of 1,63S usable IBM unsweT sheets for 
tho tabulations which here are suinmarized. 

Mean score on items 1-lS dialing with the neivspaper' arttcles 
-ds 9.1 (SD = 3.6), on iteins 16-30 was 9,0 iSD - 5.0), and for 
th^ entire test was IS.l (SI) = 6.7). The Pearson correlaticn 
coefficient between items 1-lS and 16-50 was .72. 

It is interesting to note that the mean total score on the 
3 0-item final examination given in 1974 on CM "In Search of 
the American Dream" was 18.8. It is our opinion that both the 1974 
and 1975 examinations were "tough" and would have been appropriate 
for upper division college classes. 

Findings when ejcamination results were orotei dowii by demo- 
cjraphic and other variables were, as follows:

Course Instructor and Coordinator Surveys 
Seeking input fTom course irsis tructors and coordinators, ciues- 
Dnnaires were developed and mailed to then at 155 colleges 
d universities which participated in the American Issues Forum I 
ogram. As of June 28, 1976, 102 completed questionnaires had Ibeen 
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roceived froin couTse instructors amd IkZ questionnaires had been 
raceived from course coordinators. Tvelvo schools did not return 
questionnaires but explained why they failed to do so. 

Significant findings in the Coordinators Survey included the 

following:

(3) Ko-vspaper publicity and inclusion in thG regular catalog 
or Irochure of courses were the most common ways in which the 
course was pro:rotsd» 

(4) In special inaiilngs or special distribution of ;printed 
-r-r-Dtional rit-riais, tiie target populatioiis icsre students or 
forner students and faculty and adniuistrators. 

(5) Sixty-five percent stated that inf orniatlonal naterial 
reached the.ni in sufficient time for inclusion In the catalog 
of regular course lis tings* 

(6) Sixty-six percent of the course coordinators stated that 
the newspaper* s proniQtion of the Pall 197 S Courses by Newspaper 
was with vory affectivo or someimat effective. 

(7) Fifty-three percent stated that they took special steps 

to promote the Course hy Newspaper that they didn^t usually do witi 
otnor courses. The two MOSt frequent ways were special mailings

and ads, 

(8) Sixty- seven percent stated that the courses were heiag 
given by traditional depar tnionts. Fifty-four percent stated that 
13-16 v/e^ks is the optimun length for the course. In 401 of the 
schools 2 units %v'ere givea for the course, and in 451 3 units v.ere 
given. Ninety-four percent gave undeTgraduate degTee credit for 
the course, (Sorae schools were on the quarter system and soiiie v/ere 

on the semester system) , 

(9) Only 17% of the schools attempted to enroll advance 
placement high school students in the course. 

(10) Seventy-nine percent stated that they used the multiple 
choice exaniination questions that were supplied for the course, 
fiighty-six percent stated that they v;ould like to continue to receive 
the multiple choice examinations for use in Courses by Netvspaper , 

(11) When asked if there %ms anything in their relationship 
vith Courses by Newspaper that was not fully satisfactory, tho 385 
Of respondents who were dissatisfied i;iention,ed timing as the i.mst 
serious cornplalnt; publicity and materials should have been received 
earlier. 

Significant finding in the Instructors Survey included the 
£oL iov/ing : 

(1) Eighty-nine percent of the instructors rated the text 
either outstanding or good. Only 1% rated it as poor. 

(2) Fifty-nine perceiit stated that the Study ^ide has been 
useful to the students, 

(3) Eighty-nine percent rated the newspaper articles that 
nppcared in conjunction v.-ith the course cither outstanding or 
pood. Eleven percent stated that the articles were "only fair",

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The most frequent clitic isin vas that they were too sirpUstic. 

(4) Only SI ol the itistructors used the films prepared for 
Anerican Issues Foxurn I by the Educational Filiit Library Assoaatioa. 
Asiong those who failed to use then, the most iiriportant reasoas 
stated were that there was not enough time to show them, they didn't 

know about them, they vere too much trouble, and the class struc- 
ture v7as not geared to films, 

(5) icveaty-one percent of the instructors statad that they %','ould 
he interested in receiving specially prepared film lists for Courses 
by Ne^vspaper in the future. 

(6) N'ineteen percent of the instructors stated that they would 
1 ike to liave additioiial teaching aids. Among the aids requssted 
..-ore the following: instructors' manuals, annotated bibliographies, 
tnr.es, filn strips, student guides and games, ( Most of thase 

riaterials were available). 

Summry and Cqnclusions 

This report deals v;ith tJie third Course by ,"e''.'spaper , "'Aiaerican 
Is-sues Forun I: .'jnerican, Society in tny Making," whicli v/as offered 
in Fall 197 5, It corroborates findings made in tivo previous studies 
("Anerica and the ruture of :ian," Fall 1973; "In, Soarch of the 
Anerican Dreara," Fall 197 4) that the Courses ly :iev^3paper program 
is reachirig millions of nsKspaper readers. 

Table 2 sumrnarlzes newspaper readership of articles appearing 
in connection vltJi the first tvj'o Courses by Neivspaper, As previously 
has been pointed out, niethodological changes ■•.\'are made In th.s 
Irttest telupiione surveys addTesscd to newspapor subscribers, in 
connection v/ith the evaluation of the American Issues Forum I course. 
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These me thoUglogical changes malsy it difficult to gomparo uisws- 
paper readeTship in Courses I and II with that in Course III. 
ST:)eci£ically , in Course III call^backs were j;iada if otJier aiult 
meinbers of the household vvere not liOnie; this iricroased tlio nuinbiT 
of hcusahdlds in which ojie or more ncrnbers of the household liad 
road one or more of the newspaper articles. On the other hand, 
the telephone surveys made in Peceinb0r 1975 were nude before all 
of the articles had appeared, eliininating thosy whc first encountered 
t/ie series iiey^r its close; the tiiiiing also led to t reUuctiiDn in 
the number of articles read. It is eur opinion, ihaKing allowimcc 
for these nethodological chungeSj tjiat the level of newspaper 
readership has not changed luarkedly during the last tjiree years, 

Lack of av;areness of the newspaper articles, as in previous 
-oars, v/as a major restriction in dov^eloping readership in the 
Arr^rican Issues F^orun I series. Anything that can be douu by 
^^wB^oaoers to raise the Je\^ol of awtireness of the nei/spaper articles 
undoubtedly \vill he reflected in higher readership figures. 

Most versoriB who read one or more newspnper articles in 
conjunction v;ith Course III read fewer than Iialf of the articles 
in tiie series* Altliough there i^ worth%vhile information to be 
gained by a newspaper subscribor who reads only one article, the 
go.d of presenting an intograted seTies--or course—is not achieved 
unless the articles are read on a regular basis* Innovation is 
needed to create more continiiity in the series and to creat motiv* 
ation in the reader to see the series through to its conclusion. 
More research is called for on this problem. 
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As has been pointed uut in previous reports, the Idea o£ a 

Course by ;^wspapar is still Telatively new. This has penetrated 
tko consciousness of only a very small percentage of newspaper 
readers. I'ost of thein are unpTepared to malve the comniitment 
required v/hen they encountar the iiewspaper articles. Evorythlng 
possible should be done to publicize the concept of Courses by 
Mewspaper, apart from a particulaT series. This could he done 
through magazine articie-i, feature stories, etc. 

Although Courses by \jwspapeT clearly is a valuable tool for 
rocruitlii.'i students for college credit courses, and to sell textbooks 
to those who are not enrol led for credit, its greatest opportunities 
siy be in reaching those w> j h'ish to obtain nev; knowledge but who 
do not seeK college creJi; and wlio prefer a loose and limited 
conmitment . The number oi such persons, in our opinion, is in the 
"i I lions. It also is our opinion that a ir.ajor mission of Courses 
■V ,e'.;-3p'\pcr a:-.ould be T _ ij'-'e lop course formats,, educational 
-iterials, and incenLive., d rcacl. and serve this huge market. 
*" includes larpe nui^^tars . f persons with high school education 
or less, as '.veil as thoso ho have gone to college. 

U was pointed out xn our report on Course II that many 
newspaper readers look upuii the articles simply as feature 
stories rather than as ccnsponents of a course, and that the newspaper 
serie-^ must achieve "coursohood" on its oim. It is interesting 
to note that in the perscial interviews survey made in San Diego 
in 1D76, 53% of those v/ho had read one or more newspaper articles 
•. anted riultiple choice quMtions printed with each newspaper 
article. Some readers no doubt would like reference lists for 
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turther rcuUins. Some; probably would lil<e some reco,^iiition oi' 
accompUshment , such as a certificate, and would be (dlLing to 
submit to an examination to qualify for it. Secondary school 
.idult education programs, junior college comjnunity service pro- 
grams, and library public forum programs, may be inte vested in 
developing programs for those who do not seek oollege credit and 
who arc villing to pay nothing or only a siaall sum for partici- 
pation. 

As the Courses by Nev/spaper idea catclies on, the nuiiiber of 
"repeaters*' probably v;ill increase. This, at least, has been 
the experience of the University Extension movement, A high 
nercentage of those '.vho now are enrolled in Hxtension courses liave 
taken others in the past. Millions of Ainericans eventnaLly may 
come to dopenci on Courses by Newspaper as a way of comfortably 
x:id econoFiically updating background information on curreiit 
affairs and other areas of interest.

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I. Desoriptlon of Field Work 



The field work of the Courses by Newspaper^ doc^-to-door 
survey took place January 22 through Pebruary 16, 1976* Thirteen 
experienced trained Interviewers completed 500 interviews with 
San Diego Evening "rlbune subscribers within the San Diego 
Metropolitan areaj in their homes* 

Each area was represented in the sample according to its 
number of Evening Tribune subscribers. The circulation depart- 
ment of the San Diego Evening Tribune supplied the names and 
addresses of subscribers and also the statistics on the number 
of subscriber households.
